The ichabods, coached by Bill Schaake, former Good land High School head 
mentor, come in looking for their second win in five outings and will, as wil! 
the Tigers, be shooting for the final football crown to be offered in the Central 
Intercollegiate Conference. 

Schaake's Blues have a season-opening win over Kearney (Neb,) State Col- 
lege (who took the measure of the Tigers 29-10) but have lost to Central Mis- 
souri State College, Southern Colorado State College and St. Mary of the Plains 
College. 

FHS counters with its 2-2 season mark which includes wins over North- 
western Oklahoma State College and Northwest Missouri State College and 
losses to Kearney State and Colorado State College. 

The Ichabods are highly improved from a year ago and will probably see 
to it that FHS does not chalk up another 35-0 win such as it did in the last meet- 
ing of the two institutions. Had the Ichabods received a break or two in two of 
their games they may well have come in today's encounter 3-1. 

FHS and WU have been clashing on the gridiron for more than 40 years. 
Both are charter members of the CIC which began in 1928 and folds this year. 
In the 33 games played to date WU holds a 20-10-3 edge in the win column 
but has not beaten the Wayne McConnel coached Tigers since 1964. 

Unlike FHS, Washburn University chose not to join the new Rocky Moun- 
tain Athletic Conference which begins league competition in winter sports this 
season. 

FHS ends a three-game home stand this afternoon and the Homecoming 
festivities should give the Tigers impetus for a victory. However, if today's 
game goes at it should, the winner won't be declared until after the smoke has 
cleared.

The highest honor a Fort Hays State College ath- 
lete can win during his tenure here is the Paul 
(Busch) Gross award. FHS's outstanding athlete for 
the 1967-68 school year will win that award this 
afternoon. 

The nominee is selected by a committee on the 
basis of character, leadership, scholarship, and ath- 
letic achievement. 

It Is In honor of the late Busch Gross, who de- 
voted a lifetime of service to Fort Hays State Col- 
lege that the award Is given. Busch was first an 
athlete at FHS, then basketball coach from 1930 vo 
1946, then athletic director from 1930 until his 
death in 1964. 

Last year's award winner was Robert (Bob) John- 
son, four-year football and track letferman from 
Logan. Bob is now head track coach and assistant 
football coach at Concordia High School. 

Don La kin, former NA1A All-American track and cross country performer, 
won the 1966 honor. A native of Pawnee Rock, Don Is now in the Armed 
services. 

Abilene's Clark Engle was named the 1965 award winner. He was a Four- 
year football and track Jetterman and is now General Director of the YMCA at 
Garden City. 

Sam McDowell, the highest scoring basketball player ever at FHS, won the 
1964 honor. He is now practicing veterinary medicine in his home town of 
Smith Center. 

Another basketball great, Herb Stange, won the Busch Gross award in 
1963. Stange, who hailed from Sterling, is now a Mutual Funds salesman In 
Beloit. 

Duplicate crowns in 1962 went to Dean Larson of Ada and Kent Bauer of 
Pawnee Rock. Larson carved his fame in basketball and Bauer proved to be the 
best pole vaulter in the history of track at FHS. Larson is now with the State 
Department of Insurance in Topeka and Bauer is a Design Engineer with Cessna 
Aircraft and lives in Goddard. 

Lyle Wingate, teacher and basketball coach at Shawnee Mission, was the 
1961 recipient for his participation in track and basketball at FHS. 

The 1960 award went to Darrell Hildebrand, now head track coach at 
North Platte, Neb., Junior College. Hiidebrand was a track and football star at 
FHS, 

Gary Casey, basketball and track star at FHS, now a sales representative 
in Hays, was named to the honor in 1959. He came to FHS from Hutchinson, 

The 1953 award winner was Dan Johnson, former football and track per- 
former. He is now a member of the industrial arts staff at FHS and is a Hays 
native. 

The first recipient of the annual Busch Gross award was Ron Miller, now 
a range conservationist at Mission, S.D, His specialty was football and he hailed 
from Elmo.

Head football coach Wayne J, McConnell is 
starting his 1 3th year at Fort Hays State this fall 

At FHS, his teams have logged a record of 
47 wins, 58 losses and four ties. Last year's Ti- 
gers were 3-5 on the campaign. His 1957, 1958 
and 1961 teams finished right on the .500 mark, 
the record in 1962 was 6-2-1, in 1964 was 5-4, 
in 1965—6-3 and in 1966, a highly successful 
7-2, 

Prior to coming to FHS, he coached six years 
at College of Emporia where his 1951, 1953, 
1954 and 1955 teams were undefeated in regu- 
lar season action. In 1953, McConnell was named 
Little All-American Coach of the Year bv the 
Rockne Foundation. 

He also coached high school at Effingham 
(three years), Gaylord (one year), Downs (two 
years) and Manhattan (one year) after his service 
stint. His 24-year record stands at 113 victories, 
74 losses and seven ties. 

Mac earned a bachelor's degree at Wash- 
burn University in 1934 and was a social welfare 
worker in Topeka until he joined the Army in 
1941 . 

Wayne earned his Master's at Emporia State 
in 1954 and is an associate professor of physical 
education on the FHS faculty.

The Tiger Stat Book 

A look at the statistics this week shows the Tigers 
ranking second in the conference with their 2-2 mark 
ahead of Omaha University (0-3), Pittsburg State (1-3), 
and Washburn University (1-3), and behind Emporia State 
( 2 - 2 - 1 ). 

FHS is second in rushing offense with a game aver- 
age of 17? yards; third in passing defense, allowing 118 
yards per game; fourth in rushing defense, allowing 160 
yards per outing; fourth in passing offense with a game 
average of 73.3 yards; fourth in total offense with an 
average of 244,3 yards a game; and fourth in total de- 
fense, allowing the opposition 278 yards per game 

In individual statistics Rich Dreiling leads the league 
m rushing with 344 yards in 77 carries and Jerry Har- 
rison Es fifth with 208 yards In 60 hauls, Dreiling's yard- 
age also ranks him fifth in the total offense category, 

John Covington continues to lead all punters with 
a 36.6 average per boot. He is also the fourth-leading 
passer with 265 yards on 1 6 of 47 for four touchdowns, 
John has been intercepted only once. 

Dennis Spratt, by virtue of his three touchdown pass 
receptions, ranks fourth in the league in scoring. Ralph 
Arias, talented Tiger kicker, is fifth with 16 points* Spratt 
is also fifth in the conference in pass receiving with 150 
yards on 1 1 catches. 

Washburn's quarterback Dean Ferrell is third in the 
league in passing with 352 yards and three touchdowns. 
He is also fourth in total offense with 394 yards. WU's 
Irvin McCoy is fourth in the CIC in pass receiving with 
20 catches for 1 64 yards. 

An interesting note is that Washburn University 
leads the league in pass defense, however the Ichabods 
are fifth in rushing defense. 

Other games this afternoon and evening show 
Southern Colorado State at Emporia State and Omaha 
University at Pittsburg State,

Topeka is Home 
Of The Ichabods 

The 1 60-acre Washburn University 
of Topeka campus is humming with 
an $8 million reconstruction program. 

Located at 17th and College an the 
capital city of Kansas, Washburn was 
hard hit by the June 8, 1966 tornado 
which completely destroyed nine 
campus buildings and damaged 14 
others. 

Four structures are either being 
built or in the final planning stages, 
and these will nearly replace the class- 
room space lost m the storm. 

Workmen are finishing a $3.3 mil- 
lion Rne Arts Center which is sched- 
uled for dedication during Homecom- 
ing weekend Oct, 19-20, Steel frame- 
work allows a skeletal picture of the 
School of Law which is slated for com- 
pletion in 1969. 

Work is forecast to begin on both 
the Garvey Communications Center 
and the Learning Resources Center 
during this fall semester. 

In addition to Moore Bowl, other 
athletic facilities include Whiting Field- 
house, seven sand-green golf holes, 
tennis courts, a practice football field 
and baseball diamond. Married stu- 
dent housing, two fraternity houses 
and two sorority houses are also on 
campus. Three fraternity houses are 
located near the campus as are two 
sorority homes. 

Topeka has grown rapidly during 
the past few years and today has a 
population in excess of 135,000. Four 
railroads, Santa Fe, Union Pacific, 
Rock Island and Missouri Pacific serve 
the city. Frontier Airlines and numer- 
ous bus lines stop here. Major high- 
ways — the Kansas Turnpike and in- 
terstates 70 and 470 — make Topeka 
easily accessible by car. Many major 
motel chains and fine eating places 
serve the overnight traveler. 

Washburn University's president is 
Dr. John W. Henderson, The Athletic 
Director is Michael Sarkesian and Dr. 
Ernest Bader Is the Ichabod faculty 
representative. 

Other members of the Blues coach- 
ing staff, aside from head mentor Bill 
Schaake, are offensive coach Larry 
EJliott and defensive coach Duke Benz, 
Schaake is in his second year at the 
helm, Elliott, also the head baseball 
coach at WU, is in his third year, and 
Benz, formerly with Schaake at Minot 
State College, N. D,, is beginning his 
second year.
